Boatmen’s National Bank will 
sell at public auction at the old 
Courthouse on Feb. 4 notes to the 
amount of $223,388.08 which were 
given to the bank dy. “Purity” 
Jones, head of the defunct David 
Jones Co, laundry machine manu- 
facturers, to secure loans totalling 
$158,627.86 made by the bank ¢o 


Jones. 

That “Purity” should have posted 
such a large sum in notes to se- 
‘cure a loan of approximately $60,- 
|000 less is explained by the fact 
that he took large discounts on all 
luke notes he sold and had to put 
up excess paper to secure even 
these discounted notes. Bankers 
and finance company officials have 
said that Jones sold notes at 20 to 
35 per cent discount in order to 
\raise cash and put wp large 
amounts of excess paper. 

The sale is a perfunctory order 
‘of business to enable the bank to 
buy in the notes prior to negotiat- 
‘Ing separate settlements with the 
‘laundrymen who made them A 
large percentage of the $228,385.02 
‘in paper which is held by the benk 
consists of duplicated notes, Laun- 
‘drymen say they were tricked Into 
signing these duplicates by their 
faith in “Purity.” 

Jones is under Federal] warrant 
charging him with use of the mails 
in furthering a echeme to defraud, 
and, while the bank can hold the 
signers of the notes responsible for 
duplications, as well as bona fide 
paper, it intends to follow a policy 
‘of adjusting the Jaundrymen’s
